Edward Marshall, War Writer of Many Escapes, Saved Off Sinking Ship—Writes of Horrors Enacted as 


Survivors Awaited Rescue Vessel.

LONDON, March 26.—Germany may 
have struck deliberately the blow de- 
signed to array America against her when 


yesterday the steamer Sussex, known to 
be carrying something like twenty-five 
Americans. 6 : 

It is impossible at this time to state 
certainly the exact number of those who 
are dead, but it is definitely known that 
one American is dead and that two are 
lying dangerously injured at a hospital 
at Dover. 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
vessel was torpedoed. I myself did not 
see the approach of the torpedo, but I 
heard one of the higher officers of the 
ship say to a man on board that he had 
seen it, and the quartermaster, who was 
on the bridge with the captain, stated toa 
friend of mine that he, the captain, and 
others on the bridge had seen the wake 
of the to o and had eheered the ship 
so that it ht, if possible, escape. 


Mine Theory Groundless. 

There seems to be absolutely no support 
for the floating mine theory and every 
possible support for the torpedo theory. 
Not long before the shock came we had 
passed a floating wreckage, indicating 
the destruction of a vessel. This flotaam 
seemed Rae baled tobacco, but that is a 
mere guess. Concerning the identity of 
the shattered ship I have been wane to 
2 anything. 
The Sussex was the next victim. I hea 
just declined an invitation to go below for 
luncheon, thinking that the dining sa- 
loon would be less crowded later, when 
the shock came. The effect was extraor- 
dinary. The smoking room is small, con- 
taining four or five tables. I, at one of 
them, was very definitely jarred and was 
aware instantly that we had been blown 
up; but I was not seriously shaken at 
the table. 


Man Shot Into Air. 
Not more than six or seven feet from 
where I sat a heavy man shot high into 
the air, coming down head first upon the 
chair upon which he had been sitting with 
a force sufficient to break the chair. I 
do not know why he was thrown and I 
was not. 
Of course I hurried to the deck. The 
sun was shining brightly, the sea was 
far from rough, animated by nothing more 
than a gentle swell. 
But a strange uncanny sound was in 
the air, vibrant, and chilling. I heard 
a moan from the ship's company. There 
were no screams; the tales of mad panic 
are not true.’ But there was no wild 
scramble for the boats. © Capt. Mouffet 
was on the bridge.

From 
the very first I had not the slightest 
thought of trying to get into a small boat, 
and so of these proceedings I was only 
an interested and presently a horrified 
spectator. 

The captain was on the bridge. Prob- 
ably the great shock of the explosion, per- 
haps the concussion, had somewhat 
stunned him for a time. I remember that 
the ship hed literally been sheared away 
just forward of the bridge, so near to it, 
in fact, that the foremast had gone down. 
He was not panic stricken, but was like 
a man whose brain is dulled. . 

Still there was no panic, But presently 
one of the boats touched water, and then 
there was a rush for it. This seemed to 
be infectious, some of the men slip down 
ropes into the tiny craft. Some women 
jumped for it, and some threw their chil- 
dren into it. 

Presently it was oberloaded and With- 
out much difficulty was cast off and 
floated free of the vessel. This was the 
first boat I saw to thus float free, al- 
though one of those upon the other side 
of the ship may have been the first to 
do 80. 

It then seemed certain that the vessel 
presently would sink and I called to some 
one- in the boat to get it to a.distance, 
thinking that otherwise the suction of 
the drowning vessel might take the boat 
down with us, but no one heard me. The 
crowd within the boat was not behaving 
well and it was beginning to careen. 1 


from it. Presently it capsized, very 
slowly. 


Struggle in the Water. 

I have no idea hqw many of the com- 

pany were drowne For a time they 
fioated, struggling, but thie agony was 
brief, for the water was intensely cold. 
Then began to perish one by one, but 
a few were picked up by other boats which 
had been lowered and had drawn near. 
Im the meantime gratings had been 
thrown overboard in large numbers. I 
imagine they had been designed for sucn 
an emergency, but they were too narrow. 
More than once I saw one slowly turn 
as a struggler seized its edge. Usually 
the struggler did not again appear. I saw 
only one person borne up efficiently by 
one. On one of these gratings a strange 
thing occurred. A young woman de- 
liberately disrobed, then plunged into the 
sea. At other boats there was a succession 
of heartbreaking scenes. 
When I turned from these scenes to look 
again at a boat which had capsized a 
man was seated on its upturned keel, hold- 
ing a swimming woman's hand. Present- 
ly she sank. g é 


Bodies Float About. 

Round about were floating bodies. If 
they were not dead the chill had dulled 
them to unconsciousness. They were 
strangely animate in new ways, evidently 
due to the wind and the current. Some 
rolled rapidly,, ceaselessly. 

One or two hung as if suspended by 
wires caught on the surface of the sea, 
utterly submerged but strangely visible. 
Two of the boats cleared away, but came 
back to the Sussex when their inmates 
saw the ship was still floating and the 
small boats probably would not float long. 
One passed beyond the vision. 

Meanwhile the wireless had been rigged, 
some of its stays having been carried 
away by the explosion. It crackled out 
its “S. O. 8.“ The sky grew overcast. 
A sail appeared and rockets were sent 
up, but the sail made not the slightest 
sign that those who governed had seen us. 
Later I learned that it was that of a wind- 
jammer which had been helpless, as the 
breeze blew, to come to our assistance, 
but had picked up one of the boats. 


Wounded’s Injuries Freakish. 

I went among the wounded. Their in- 
juries were freakish.’ Both of one man’s 
legs were twisted till his feet pointed 
backward. I felt that he would die. An- 
other’s face had been blown in by the 
explosion and presented an extraordinary 
spectacle. He was unconscious. 

In the meantime, now and then, we went 
to the ship’s rail to see if it was settling, 
forthe sea was rising. We could not see 
that it wae going down at all. 

After further suspense we were assured 
help was coming, but did not take much 
stock in the reports, the general impres- 
sion being that the wireless wers fot work- 
ing properly.

Four men to me unknown lay 
on the upper deck, victims of this das- 
tardly attack upon an innocent passenger 
ship. A young girl, with a splendid ruby, 
still lay where she had died. Another 
woman lay dead in the women's room, 
and there was a dead man swinging head 
down from the wreckage at the bow. 
These were all the dead I saw aboard 
the ship, but there were those swirling, 
ghastly figures in the sea, turning, twist- 
ing, apparently never sinking to invisible 
depths. It would be difficult to describe 
the indignation felt by the American sur- 
vivors. 
Down among the mail bags on the lower 
deck we held a little indignation meeting 
while we waited for the rescue ships, 
which few of us believed would reach us 
ere the rising seas should finish the tor- 
pedo’s work.

Big Speeding Machines Make 
‘Impressive Scene on Treach-

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On Route of the Army, March 
Courier to Columbus, N. M., March 28. 
Trains of auto trucks, which rush the 
bulk of supplies to the front at the rate 
of fourteen miles an hour, are a new 
branch of the service. They run in lines 
of ten to a dozen each, and they keep on 
the move day and night. 

The organization of these trains has re- 
quired quick work in Columbus. Their 
operation across the sand hills arithover 
the treacherous mesas of Chihuahua has 
been full of thrills. Their tops are always 
visible above the gray and green chap- 
paral; their bulk is impressive and their 
speed, combined with the rifies of the 
guards, who ride on top of the loads, 
make them seem some dangerous engines 
of offense. 


Motorcycles Hampered. 

While the great trucks have, to some 
extent, mastered the desert, the lighter 
motorcycles have been hampered for 
speedy dispatch work in northern Chi- 
huahua. For the first thirty miles of 
the road taken by the transports there 
is not a habitation to be seen. In the 
first seventy-five miles it passes only two 
small Mexican villages. At their camp 
fires at night along the road the Ameri- 
can soldiers sing Broadway songs, out of 
sight and hearing of any Mexican ob- 
server, . 


Tent in High Grass. 

Usually the only sheltering of the Sol- 
diers is the field dog tents" just large 
enough for a man to lie down in. Long 
dry grass frequently hides all except the 
top of these tents. 

Few Mexicans have ventured at night 
into the vicinity. Three who were dis- 
covered Tuesday night near a large 
camp mounted horses and galloped away 
as a patrol approached them. 

The most overworked men along the 
military road are the camp cooks. At 
all hours of the night pack trains and 
automobile trains, some with as many 
as fifty hungry men aboard, watch for 
Agnus of a roadside camp. When one is 
sighted they yell for the cook to make 


{DIAZ AND ZAPATA 
ARMY DEFEATED 
Combined Force of 10,000 


Men Put to Flight 
by Carranza.

Galveston, Tex., March 26.—[ Special.) 
—Reperts reaching here say the com- 
bined armies of Felix Diaz and Zapata 
operatigg in the state of Morelos, met de- 
feat at the hands of a large Carranza 
force west of Cuernavaca last week. 

The defeated army is now making its 
way toward Puebla, where it is reported 
a large force of Felicistas is located. The 
state of Morelos has long been the strong- 
hold of Zapata, and if a crushing defeat 
has been administered, as indicated, the 
bandits have been driven further from 
the City of Mexico. 

All available reports place the combined 
armies of the two revolutionists at about 
10,000. The advices do not indicate how 
many men were engaged on each side or 
what the losses are. 

Dispatches reaching the border today 
say the little cities of China and Marin, 
located in the state of Nuevo Leon, about 
fifty miles from the Texas border, and 
about the same distance from Monterey, 
were looted by bandits Friday. The vil- 
lages were shot up in regular bandit 
style. During the shooting several in- 
habitants were killed, according to re- 
ports. These towns had no protection 
and hitherto had been unmolested. 


It appears that small squads of bandits 
are looting unprotected places in the ter- 
ritory occupied by Carranza more for the 
purpose of terrorizing the people than 
acquiring gold. The fact that the raids 
were near the Texas border caused some 
uneasiness in the lower border. 


More Carranza Victories. 

Mexico City, March 26—The war 4 
partment reports that further defeats 
have been inflicted on the reactionary 
forces in the state of Oaxaca, where ru- 
mor has located Felix Diaz and hie sup- 
porters. Gen. Jesus Castro, the military 
governor, telegraphed today he had 
cleared up the Parian and Culcatlan dis- 
tricts and that his troops were pursuing 
the rebels in the Sierras. 

He also reported the surrender of nu- 
merous small revolutionary bands in the 
neighborhood of the isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, where the situation is said to be 
improving rapidly.

War between the United States and Japan would 
be impossible, we are constantly informed, if we 
made ourselves understood by the Japanese people 
and if we took the trouble to understand the Japa- 
mese ourselves, Lincoln Steffens rather naively 
proposes, in an account of the Japanese-American 
dispute, that a congress of intelligent people of both 
countries be called—the delegates not too prominent

classes to get together and talk it out, leaving the 
professional diplomats out of consideration. 

This idea of popularized diplomacy has appéaled 
strongly to democratic America, which has a long 
tradition of revolt against tyranny by upper classes 
‘and insistence upon personal rights. To the lack 
of a popularized diplomacy many of our citizens 
dave been pleased to ascribe the present Duropean 
war. It was brought on, we believe,'by irresponsible 
imperialistic classes, who drove the masses into war.

The Japanese have no such traditions. The Japa- 
nese people have no check on feudalism or bureau- 
cracy, and they have never attempted to obtaia a 
check.

recent book on Japan— Crow is on the staff of the 


Ispan Advertiser in Tokyo—asserts that the Japa- 
nese people are always wholly loyal and always have 
been. There have been plenty of wars, but they 
have been wars between feudal barons for power. 
The Japanese people, Mr. Crow tells us—and he 
has studied Japan and knows the Japanese—are 
practically devoid of personal initiative. They obey 


érders, and they obey them precisely and without 


thought. They cannot imagine opposing the rule of 
the upper classes. There is a good reason for this. 
The Japanese are taught not the divine right of the 
emperor but his ditinity. He is a god himself, and 
mikado worship is the national religion of Japan.

Americans seem to believe thoroughly in the dan- 
ger of this sort of government. A few men in Japan 
can make the Japanese go to war without rousing 
-any serious opposition. 

It is plain that it is impossible to have any ef- 
fective understanding with such a people. Japan is 
the most thoroughly bureaucratized nation in the 
world and the most effective. If we are to negotiate, 
we shall have to negotiate with the ruling classes. 
Japan has only the form of #if-government.

CHARITY BEGINS AT HOME. 

Chicago is now full of charitable activities roused 
by the sufferings of Europe. In the degree that 
these charities are really needed from us and are 
the result not of fashion but of sincere humanity, 
they are worthy to be encouraged and well worth 
sharing in. | 

But it does not throw the best light upon our 
neal for French, Belgian, German, Polish, and Ser- 
bian unfortunates that we ere neglecting the desti- 
tute and wretched at our own doorstep. 

The United Charities have made repeated appeals 
for funds recently and are in sore need of them. 
The appeals through advertisements and editorials 
have produced little result. 

Our own people are in need. It would better be 
come us if we cannot care for them now to turn 
some of our enthusiasm for European relief to re- 
lieving our own people. It isn’t so romantic or so 
fashionable. But it is more just and self-respecting. 


SPENDING MONEY TO SAVE IT. 

People are so accustomed to the sight of work- 
men digging up pavements in the downtown dis- 
tricts of Chicago that the large hole in Canal street 
near the new Union station excites little comment. 
This particular digging is of enormous interest to 
Chicago. The city does not expect that it will ever 
be dug up again. 

When the new Union station was being planned 
the city commission on downtown municipal im- 
provements put in its oar and suggested that since 
all of the gas pipes, water pipes, telephone and 
light wires then under the street would have to be 
moved, they might as well be codrdinated in one 
gallery or tunnel, easily accessible without tearing 


Ohicago wastes quantities of money every year 
through the lack of such tunnels. It does not have 
to be demonstrated to citizens because it is obvious 
to every one that streets are constantly torn up 
and the pavement replaced with more or less suc- 
cess. This subject has interested the commission 
on downtown municipal improvements, of which 
Ald. Healy is chairman, but according to its report 
it has not interested the public utilities corpora- 
tions. 
The commission has made further efforts to cut 
down the expense of promiscuous digging and con- 
struction. It has suggested that a bureau be es- 
tablished which will supervise the granting of all 
permits for the laying of public utility pipes and 
wires. The finance committee of the city council 
refused to appropriate money for this bureau and 
the commission is still fighting for one. 
Chicago cannot afford to neglect this phase of 
municipal work in view of the need of & new sewer 
system, a new high pressure water system, and the 
fact that a subway will sometime be necessary, the 
city should not only have information concerning

both England and Ireland and 
hereditary lord high steward of 
the kingdom of Ireland, has been living 
with her father ever since she left her 
husband, a little over two years ago, and 
absolutely refuses to return to him, he 
has initiated proceedings for the dissolu- 
tion of their marriage, and the case comes 
up for trial in Dublin next week. 

The abandoned husband isa retired lieu- 
tenant of the royal navy, is the only son 
and heir of Leut. Gen. Edward Arthur 
Gore, who has a beautiful place known as 
Derrymore, in County Clare, and is a 
member of the old Gore family, which 


das been settled in Ireland since the days 


of Queen Elizabeth, when Faul Gore ab- 
tained large tracts of land there from the 
crown, and was subsequently created one 
of the first baronets by King James. The 
present chief of the house is Sir Ralph 
Gore, tenth baronet of his line. 

Lady Nellie's marriage to Reginald 
Gore was 4 runaway match, and if she 
was relieved of the penalties prescribed 
by Queen Victoria for young women who 
have made runaway marriages, in defi- 
ance of their parents’ wishes—penalties 
which includéd exclusion from court—it 
was because Lord Shrewsbury expressed

T. RK. AND THE VENEZUELA 
INCIDENT. 

Chicago, March 23-—(Editor of The 
Tribune. I Tour Mr. Wheeler waa, I 
thought, rather tentative and timid in 
hie approach, last Sunday, to the story 
about President Roosevelt, the German 
ambassador, and the frightfulness gun- 
boats in Venesuela waters. He need not 
have been; the story ls, as Mr. Wheeler 
told it, true in its essentials. The right 
details are, however, more complimentary 
to the colonel as a stage manager. 

The first chat with the German ambas- 
sador took place in the White House, and 
was, on the surface, quite formal. The 
president expressed the belief that, as it 
was then Monday, Germany should have 
until a week from the following Thurs- 
day to get her gunboats out of the indoc- 
trinated waters. The ambassador pro- 
tested, asserting that he would not dare 
to send so brusque a message to Wilhelm- 
strasse. Why.7 he exclaimed, * 
might mean war! 

“ A week from Thursday will do nicely,” 
said the president, ending the interview. 
In the afternoon of Friday of the same 
week, while out for a stroll, the president 
met up with the ambassador, also afoot, 
and asked, in the most casual of tones, if 


the message had been sent. The reply 


was: “ Wel, no—that is—” 
“TI see,” cut in Mr. Roosevelt. Do 
you know, I’ve been inclined to recon- 
sider what I told you Monday.” 
“Yes? Yes?’ said the ambassador, 


“Yes. I said to get those boats away 
by next Thureday. Well, I think they 
would be best out of the way by next 
Tuesday. Good afternoon.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said nothing whatever to 
the ambassador, then or at any other time. 
about sending United States boats to 
Venezuela. That an order was carried 
that Friday night to Hampton roads was 
learned by the ambassador through his 
own channels of information. It is not 
my impression, however, that the presi- 
dent was at pains to choke up those chan- 
nels on that particular ocdasion.

Cincinnati, O., March 26.—[Special.]— 
Chicago’s public school experiment with 
subnorma! children formed into bands 
using drums, cymbals, castanets, tambou- 
rines, and triangles was discussed here 
today. Dr. Randell Condon, head of the 
Cincinnati schools, with a decided show 
of humor and doubt said: 
I am glad the experiment is being tried 
on Chicago children instead of children of 
Cincinnati schools, for the idea would de- 
light South sea islanders more than it 
could possibly aid subnormal children de- 
pendent upon public school instruction. 
“ They certainly will make a lot of noise.

SoME GOOD SHRUBS. 

RE you going to plant some shrubs 
this season? If so, have you de- 

cided on the kinds you will use? 
You will make g serious mistake 
if Spirea van Hovetti is not one 
of them. I consider this shrub as worthy 
of a place close to the head of a list of 
our most desirable kind, if not at the head 
of it. It has the merit of hardiness, it 
grows symmetrically without prunifig, 
‘it blooms early in the season, and a fine 
specimen of it will be a solid mass of 
whiteness at the height of its flowering 
period | 


Another excellent shrub for general 
planting is the too much neglected flower - 
ing almond. This but one fault, if 
fault it can be called—that of not being 
quite hardy enough to stand a severe 
northern winter without protection. But 
tts branches are of such slender habit of 
growth that it is am easy matter to bend 
them flat upon the ground in fall and 
fasten them there by laying strips of 
board across them after having spread 
an armful ot straw or hay over them.
